Did you, dear reader, think the shove 
speech was made today? Actually it tells of the 
South's struggle in another tragic period known 
as the Reconstruction Era, 186S-1900, which 
the South won. The above is a composite of 
two speeches from the remarkable pen of histor- 
ical novelist Thomas Dixon, Jr. 

The first speech, as shown, is from "The 
Clansman" (movie title: "The Birth of a Nat- 
ioo"), published in 1905.

"It will be a century yet before people outside 
the South can be made to believe a literal state- 
ment of the history of those times. I tried to 
write this book with the utmost restraint." 

Dixon, a North Carolinian, was a college 
graduate, state legislator, and minister, having 
held the pastorale of leading churches in Boston 
and New York. Not only was he an enormously 
popular novelist, he became the most popular 
Lyceum lecturer in America and addressed over 
four million people.

to the last Issue of The Councilor 
we pander what happened to the 
white men who built a great civil- 
isation In South America long be- 
fore Columbus came to America. 

Inca legend bolds that these 
white men sailed into the Pacific 
many centuries ago. 

Over 2,000 miles westward of 
Peru, and somewhat closer to the 
cool weather of the Antarctic la 
the lonely Island of Rapa Nul, 
known to Americans as Easter 
Island. This island la presently 
administered by Chili, and la pop- 
ulated by two types of natives, the 
long- ears and the short -ears. 

The long-ears are Intensely 
proud of their ancestry, their Cau- 
casian features and their obvious 
talents for engineering feats and 
artistic attainment. Some of the 
long-ears have naming red hair. 

Ancient mummified heads found 
in caves have rested In their 
ceremonial crypts for centuries. 
A Norwegian expedition reporta 
that the hair on these heads Is red. 

This remote Island was ••dis- 
covered" (or rediscovered) on 
Easter Day, 1722 by a Dutch nav- 
igator named Roggeveen. Sailors 
aboard Roggeveen 1 a two «alllr^ 
ships noticed that smoke signals 
were being sent from the Island. 
They dropped anchor. 

Natives who came out to the 
ships were tall, well-built people 
and fair-skinned. They resembled 
In many ways the Polynesians of 
Tahiti and Hawaii, but among them 



ware evidences of race- mixing. 
Some had dark skins while others 
were "very white" and could pass 
aa Europeans. Roggeveen* a ac- 
count described some of them aa 
having a reddish tint, as If some- 
what Domed by die sun. Many 
had beards. 

Roggeween told that the natives 
seemed to revere giant stone 
figures an the Island— and that each 
of these huge a tames was topped 
by s flaming red cylinder. 

Among the first natives to board 
±t ship was one adorned with a 
crown of feathers. He seemed to 
be the ruler. In his ears were 
round white pegs as large sa flats. 
More surprising! This great kinj 
or high priest was described as a 
"completely white man." 

Nearly 60 years later (1770) 
the Island was visited by two 
Spanish ships under oommand of 
Don Felipe Conssles. Again, 
smoke signals. These Spaniards 
told of finding tall, fair men. Two

of the largest were measured. One 
of them was 6 feet 6 1/2 inches 
tall and die other was 6 feet 6 
inches. Many had beards, and some 
of these were **llke Europeans." 
Although some looked Polynesian 
with hlue-bUck hair, others (the 
apparent higher caste) had hair of 
chestnut brown. Some of the Is- 
landers had reddish and dnntmon- 
colored hair. 

When they got these natives to 
repeat dearly in Spanish, "Ave 
Marta, long live Charles 111, King 
of Spain,” the visitors Agreed that 
they had found an Intelligent people 
who could easily be dvflUed.

cording Roggeveen' sandGonsales' 
visits to Easter Is la id can he found 
In Vd. 13 of the Hj ftluyt Society, 
published In Cambr lae, England, 
In 1908.) 

Other early visits rererecorded 
by Captain Cook, tie Frenchman 
La Perouse, and American and 
Russian expeditions. ;Cock learned 
that the Red-head statues were 
not regarded as gods, but were 
erected In honor of deceased per- 
sons of holy and royal birth. This 
would Indicate that d»se chosen 
for veneration had red hair.

nandes Island. Later expeditions 
were unable to land bees use natives 
threw down rocks from high cliffs. 
A Russian expedition finally suc- 
ceeded to landing, with the help of 
guns, but after a few hours wars 
repulsed by the clever natives. 

Each expedition which had a 
chance to record a visit with the 
natives told of fewer and fewer 
P®Ple. 

A Norwegian expedition to 1966, 
headed by Thor Heyerdahl, unlock- 
ed many secrets of Easier Island. 
They found a long- ears mayor with 
white akin and European features. 
The mayor claimed to be of pure 
stock and showed great prida in 
his red-haired children. 

When the expedition was stumped 
by the mystery of how enormous 
stone statues were carved, the 
mayor, Pedro A tan, organised a 
crew of long -ears (with predom- 
inantly white skin) to carve onr 
with atone axes I The expedition 
was baffled by the mystery of how 
natives could have raised die 
statues (as tall as a 6-atory build- 
ing) to an upright position. The 
mayor with s crew of long-ears, 
three poles and a pile of tiny 
stones, raised such s statue. In 
doing so. ha demonstrated tba> 
white man's gmlus could have usee, 
patience and engineering tricks to 
build the pyramids of Egypt, 
Mexico and Pent. 



Presuming that these Easter 
Island white mm came from Peru 
centuries before Columbus, how 
could they have gone across 2,000 
miles of Pacific Ocean? There 
were no boats on Easter Island 
worthy of the name. 

The natives brought to Heyer- 
dahl ancient stone carvings of

boats Which had been hidden to 
family caves for centuries. They 
leplcted reed boats similar to 
hose still to use on Lake Tid- 
*ca to South America where white 
nen had erected a civilisation 
‘°n« before Columbus, 

Heyerdahl commissioned sev- 
eral natives to make his a boat of 
roeds. They made one that was 
entirely seaworthy, and for all 
practical purposes, unsaleable! 

The expedition found where the 
and cot long-ears on Easter Is- 
land had carefully cultivated 
Totora reeds to marshes Inside of 
volcano craters. The reeds were 
apparently net native to Easter 
Island but had been brought there 
centuries ago from South America. 
The totora was exactly the same 
as totora grown at Lake Titicaca I 
Heyerdahl has concluded by ca r- 
boo testing that organised work 
gangs were busy on Easter Island 
as early aa 380 (give or 



take 100- ‘years). Polynesian mi- 
gration from the direction of Asia 
probably did uot reach the Island 
until 1600 or 1600 A.D. 

How then could a superior race, 
like the red-haired loos' ears be- 
come more backward after contact 
with another race? Was there 
warfare? Intermarriage? Dis- 
ease? The Norwegian expedition 
uncovered many of the answers— 
answers that are more than ac- 
ademic In Interest. A careful:, 
study of the fate of the red-haired 
white men of Peru, Mexico and 
Easter Island will appear not only 
as s graven history of human 
folly, bin as bandwriting on the 
wall for those clever enough to • 
read and understand.

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CHARLESTON, 5. C.— Prior to 
the Civil War richest sutes were 
Massachusetts, South Carolina and 
Louisiana. 

After the war, pwltive legisla- 
tion and various forms of repara- 
tions payments drained the wealth 
of the Sou them jutes Into Bavarian 
coffers, and to International 
banking centers under the complex 
control of the Rothschild Family 
of Bavaria. New York and London 
prospered as white and negro 
populations of the South were 
reduced to absolute poverty in a 
planned program of theft. 

As late as 1029, tbe per caplu 
income of the Southeastern States 
waa only slightly more than a third 
•a high as the per caplu Income 
of persons living In Njw York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, ac- 
cording to calculations of the U.S. 



for each 9100 In national percaplu 
income. Tbe New York, Pmnsyl- 
vania, New Jersey par caplu 
Income was down to 9114 on the 
same Index.
